Two-time World Champion Eddie 
Lawson (Yam) won his sixth 500cc 
Grand Prix of the season during 
round 13 of the World Champion- 
ship Road Race Series, held in 
Anderstorp, Sweden, August 14. 
Lawson topped defending World 
Champion Wayne Gardner (Hon) by 
ll seconds with Frenchman Chris- 
tian Sarron (Yam) finishing third. 
Scotland’s Niall Mackenzie (Hon) 
was fourth with Californian Wayne 
Rainey (Yam) fifth. Randy Mamola 
(Cag). finished 10th and the injured 
Kevin Schwantz finished out of the 
top 10. With three rounds remaining 
in the 16-race series, Lawson leads 
Gardner in the point standings, 215- 
192, with Rainey third at 174 points. 


Sito Pons (Hon) topped fellow 
Spaniard Juan Garriga (Yam) to 
score his fourth 250cc road race 
Grand Prix win of the season in 
the Swedish round on August 14. 
Third place went to Frenchman 
Dominique Sarron (Hon). Pons 
leads the championship over Gar- 
riga, 199-190. 


Steve Aseltine (H-D) was the winner 
of the Sturgis, South Dakota, AMA 
600cc National Short Track, August 
12. Chris Carr (H-D) was the runner- 
up and Will Davis (H-D) took third. 
In the Pro-Am class, Dan Stanley 
(Rtx) was the winner over Jimmy 
Sanchez (Hon) and Gary Ferravanti 
(Rex). 





Great Britain's Kurt Nicoll (Kaw) 
was the overall winner in the final 
round of the 1988 World Cham- 
pionship 500cc MX Series in 
Ettelbruck, Luxembourg, August 
14. Nicoll went 3-1 for the win, 
while second place went to Swed- 
en's Hakan Carlqvist (Kaw), via 
10-2 moto finishes. Third overall 
went to Frenchman Jacky Vimond 
(Yam) with an 8-3. American Billy 
Liles (Kaw) won the first moto but 
finished 15th in the second. Bel- 
gium's Eric.Geboers (Hon), who 
clinched the title one week ago in 
Belgium, fell in the first moto and 
didn't finish either moto, com- 
plaining of a sore knee. Geboers 
finished the year with 333 points 
followed by Nicoll (312), Eng- 
land's Dave Thorpe (251); Hol- 
land's Kees Van der Ven (212) and 
Vimond (185). Liles finished 
eighth with 154. 


In the World Championship 250cc 
MX Series in Cosquin, Argentina, 
August 14, Italian Guiseppe 
Andreani (Hon) claimed the overall 
victory with a 4-1 score, while 
American Rick Ryan (Suz) finished 
second overall via a 2-5 tally. Third 
went to Finland’s Pekka Vehkonen 
(Cag). Holland’s John Van den Berk 
(Yam), who went 11-9 in Argentina, 
maintains the series points lead with 
283, followed by Vehkonen (253), 
American Rodney Smith (215), Great 
Britain’s Jeremy Whatley (194) and

Series in Kuopia, Finland, August 
14. Strijbos went 3-1, beating 
arch rival from France, Jean- 
Michel Bayle (Hon), who went 2- 
3 for second. Third overall went 
to American Mike Healey (Cag) 
with a 4-2 performance. With one 
round remaining in the series, 
Strijbos leads Bayle by seven 
points, 365-358. Third in points 
is Holland’s Pedro Tragter (Hon) 
with 216. 


At the AMA Youth/Amateur 
National Championship MX at 
Hurricane Mills, Tennessee, August 
9-13, Greg Bowen (Hon) won the 
125cc Modified A class while Damon 
Bradshaw (Yam) took the Stock 
division. In the 250cc ranks, Denny 
Stephenson (Kaw) was the Modified 
class winner while Stévie Childress 
(Kaw) took the Stock class win. 
Robbie Taylor (Yam) won the Open 
A class. Former multi-time National 
and Supercross Champion Mark 
Barnett (Suz) won the 25 Plus class. 


In the $110,000 Suzuki National 
RM Series Final, held August 14 
at Hurricane Mills, in which 
Suzuki riders competed for 
$110,000 in cash and savings 
bonds, Jim Chester took the 
overall win in the 125cc A class 
and Mike Morris won the 250cc 
A division. Both riders pocketed 
$2000 for their wins.

Davey Durelle (W-R) won the 
Expert class at the AMA Western 
Regional Half Mile in Sturgis, 
August 14.

A three-man appeal board met 
during the August 14-15 AMA/CCS 
road race meet at Brasleton, Geor- 
gia’s Road Atlanta and overturned 


the August 6 protest decision con- . 


cerning the Mid-Ohio round of the 
AMA/CCS EBC Brakes Endurance 
Road Race Challenge Series. Team 
Lockhart won the Mid-Ohio race but 
a protest was filed by Hyper-Cycle 
and Lockhart was docked a lap for 
a minor pit infraction, and that 
turned the win over to Hyper-Cycle 
who had finished the race 35 seconds 
behind Lockhart. Hyper-Cycle pro- 
tested the fact that Lockhart didn't 
have a crew member on hand with 
a fire extinguisher during a pit stop, 
which is required by the AMA/CCS 
rule book; Lockhart appealed the 
protest, saying the crew member with 
the fire extinguisher '*was just a few 
seconds late." The appeal board's 
decision returns the win to Team 
Lockhart. Our coverage of the race, 
filed prior to the appeal board 
meeting, appears on pages 26-27. 


Roger Edmondson, director of 
AMA Championship Cup Series 
(AMA/CCS) and AMA National 
Road Race Coordinator, has 
resigned the latter position, effec- 
tive October 3, the day following 
the final AMA National Cham- 
pionship/ Camel Pro Series Road 
Race of the season at Sears Point 
Raceway in Sonoma, California. 
Edmondson made the announce- 
ment at the riders meeting at Mid- 
Ohio on Saturday, August 6. 





Edmondson will continue to oper- 
ate the AMA/CCS program as 
well as AMA National Champion- 
ship Supersport and Endurance

Team Pepsi Suzuki’s Kevin 
Schwantz took delivery of an Aprilia 
250 trials bike at England’s Doning- 
ton Park during the British GP 
weekend, causing a number of 
strange looks from Suzuki manage- 
ment. Schwantz said he’d ridden 
teammate Rob McElnea's trials bike 
and that his father, Jim, had com- 
peted in trials. The bike is headed 
for Schwantz’s home in Houston, 
Texas. Meanwhile, Schwantz has 
been rumored to be going to at least 
three different teams next year — 
Marlboro Agostini Yamaha, Roth- 
mans Honda, and the team that 
former World Champion Freddie 
Spencer is forming. Spencer said it 
wasn’t true and Schwantz said that 
he hadn’t spoken to anyone. How- 
ever, when Schwantz was asked who 
his father had spoken to, he just 
smiled. 


Elf Honda GP road race team 
leader Serge Rosset confirmed 
that next year they'll field a two- 
rider team with a Frenchman, most 
likely Dominique Sarron, one of 
the riders. Rosset told Brit Ron 
Haslam that he should look else- 
where, but hasn't written him off 
entirely and said Haslam should 
check back with him before 
accepting anything. The rumored 
second rider on the team, which 
will campaign conventional fac- 
tory Honda NSRs, is Bubba Sho- 
bert. The rumor was reinforced by 
the presence at Donington of Bob 
MacLean and Tim O'Sullivan who 
are known to be seeking a 500cc 
GP ride for Shobert. MacLean 
would neither confirm, nor deny, 
the rumor, and said any an- 
nouncement on Shobert's future 
would be made at the end of the 
AMA Grand National Champion- 
ship/Camel Pro Series. 


Denmark captured the first three 
positions at the Inter-Continental 
Speedway Finals in Vetlanda, 
Sweden, August 6. Jan Pederen 
edged second place rider Hans 
Nielsen, 14-12, while third went to 
Erik Gunderson. Rounding out the 
top five were Sweden's Per Jonsson 
and England's Kelvin Tatum. Sam 
Ermolenko, America's only contest- 
ant, earned the final qualifying 
position for the World Speedway 
Finals in Denmark, September 3. 


Baylands Raceway Park in Fre- 
mont, California, is scheduled to 
close at the end of the 1988 
season, and the future of speed- 
way racing in the Bay Area is not} 
bright. Baylands developed thel 
speedway program around. thel 
specially-designed 1/7th-mile} 
oval track in 1985.

of Australia. The American team is 
being selected from riders who 
regularly compete at Baylands. The 
program is scheduled to begin on

AMA Grand National Championship/ 
Camel Pro Series: Rounds 11/10 


Carr wins, breaks 
records at Peoria TT

PEORIA, IL, AUG. 14. 


Harley-Davidson factory rider Chris Carr 
had a record-setting day at the 40th Annual 
National TT in Peoria as he defeated Hon- 
da’s Bubba Shobert and teammate Scott 


Parker. 

Despite concern over overly 
dry track conditions, Carr 
surprised himself and specta- 
tors, setting the a new track single- 
lap record during qualifying with 
his time of 25.754 seconds. Carr 
himself held the old record of 26.018, 
set in 1986. 

“We first went out and I didn’t 
think I'd be anywhere near (the 
record)," said Carr after time trials. 
“As the day goes on, the track's going 
to slow down a little bit." 

The track, which had not seen 
much rain in weeks, didn't slow 
down enough to stop Carr from also 
finishing the 25-lap final in a record 
time of 10 minutes, 58.387 seconds, 
beating Shobert's 1987 record by 
more than 19 seconds. 

Shobert, who won both races at the 
Peoria Motorcycle Club Grounds in 
1987 (Carr placed second each time) 
led the race in the early stages. But 





Shobert was slowed by lapped traffic 
as he tried to regain the lead at the 
end. 

“It was really hot," Shobert said. 
“I tried to pace myself. Chris was just 
getting back at me for last year. He 
didn't make any mistakes." 

Shobert didn't get a chance to fight 
with Carr for the win as he was forced 
to fight off Parker until the last 
corners of the last lap. 

“I made a mistake in turn three- 
four and Bubba got away," Parker 
said. “I just got a little sideways. I 
thought, hey, got to give it 130 
percent. I hit a little hole." 

Parker's miscue did not put him 
in danger of losing third place, as 
he finished well ahead of Honda- 
mounted Ronnie Jones and Harley- 
mounted Ricky Graham, who 
rounded out the top five. 

Parker’s consolation was holding 
on to the Grand National Cham- 
pionship standings, with 157 points 
to Shobert’s 147. With the win, Carr 








moved within striking range of 
Shobert and now has 144 points. 

Shobert's consolation was win- 
ning the Camel Challenge and its 
$10,000 check for first place. Shobert 
also stretched his lead in the Camel 
Pro Series point standings with 159 
points to road racer Doug Polen's 81. 
Steve Morehead is third with 70 and 
Carr is right behind with 69. : 

Carr’s win was his second in 
Peoria this year, after winning the 
600 National here in June. It was also 
Carr’s second Grand National vic- 
tory of the year. Peoria was also the 
site of Carr’s first National win in 
1986. 

"I love this track," he said. “It’s 
one of my favorites.” 

Graham, a two-time Peoria 
winner, was one of the many riders 
who agreed with Carr's assessment. 

"It separates the men from the 
boys," he said. “All the guys that I've 
respected have won here. It’s like a 
great, traditional TT track." 


Time Trials 

Carr started the day right by setting 
his record time during. time trials, 
topping Parker and Jones by more 
than half a second. 

H-D Motor Co./Shoei/Hap 
Jones/RS Taichi/Tsubaki/Sunoco 
Racing Fuels/Hog Wash-sponsored 
Carr became the only man in Peoria’s 


history to break into the 25s with the * 


new mark. 

“He was just flying out there . . .,’ 
said an impressed Parker. 

Carr was as surprised as anyone 
about his performance. The Man- 
teca, California, racer guessed that 
the track had dryed out in the right 
amount before his run. The temper- 
ature was 97 degrees, which, com- 
bined with high humidity and little 
breeze, turned the tree-lined Peoria 
bowl into an earthly version of hell. 
The surface was a thin layer of soft 
damp dirt, coming off in flakes over 

| dry, dusty hardpack. 

"It'll probably dry up and wind 
up being a Peoria T T," said Parker, 
who was next-fastest with a time of 
26.294. 

H-D Motor Co./Bell/Tsubaki/ 
Harley Owners Group-sponsored 
Parker hoped to be aboard an XR 750, 
which would have been the only 
twin-cylinder, and the only Harley- 
powered machine at the event. 

“The people would have liked it,” 
Parker said. “It’s just as fast (as the 
singles). 

Instead, he was forced to ride his 
Rotax-powered .Harley. Parker's 
tuner, Bill Werner, was too busy with 
dyno testing to prepare a TT twin. 
The team opted to concentrate on 
finding two more horsepower for the 
miles, rather than the novelty of a 
unique machine at Peoria, Parker 
said. 

A tick behind Parker was Ronnie 
Jones, whose best finish at Peoria 
was a third place last year. Jones 
clocked a 26.357 time. 

Behind Jones came three-time 
Grand National Champion Shobert 
with a 26.373 run. 

"Tm kind of a slow starter here 
at Peoria," Shobert said. “It’s so 
competitive.” 

Providing some of that competi- 
tion was Jay Springsteen, who 
qualified fifth, with a 26.626 time. 
The three-time Grand National 
Champion in the race said he had 
been training recently on his moto- 
cross machinery. 

Pete Hames posted a 26.685 time 
and earned the final starting spot in 
the Camel Challenge by being one 
of the top-six fastest qualifiers. Rich 
King, Keith Day, two-time Peoria 
winner Scott Pearson, and Aaron 
Hill rounded out the top 10. 

A slim turnout of riders — 48 
starting slots were available to

qualifiers — took time trial laps. 
Troy Norris was the last man to 
qualify, clocking a 30.143 which put 
him in 34th place. ` 

He was more fortunate than Cal- 
ifornian Wink Freitas, who crashed 
coming off the jump, fractured his 
right wrist, and never had the chance 
to qualify. 


Heats 

Carr continued his winning ways 
in the first 10-heat race, which he 
won by the entire length of the front 
straight. Carr grabbed the holeshot 
and never had to look back. 

Finishing second and third, thus 
transferring to the final, were 
Honda-riders Pearson and Day — 
despite a trip to the penalty line after 
they both jumped the first start. The 
first heat’s race time was 4:26.598. 

With a 4:26.225 time, Parker took 
the second and fastest heat, with a 
convincing win over Morehead and 
Aaron Hill. King grabbed the hole- 
shot and was then in a comfortable 
second place for most of the race, but 
on the last lap his Honda’s motor 
suffered a possible broken rod or 
crank. 

The third heat was all Graham’s, 
who outdistanced Ronnie Jones and 
Pete Hames in the early going. He 
seemed set for an easy win when the 
red flag came out as Hames went 
down hard over the jump on lap 
eight of the 10-lap race. 

“I just got too hot off the jump," 
Hames said. “I just found my limit." 

Hames emerged from the ambu- 
lance with his entire left side in pain, 
but still able to race. His bike was 
less fortunate with a smashed fork 
and triple clamps, and a frame 
broken in two spots. 

The race was restarted in a single- 
fileline with the riders in the order 
they were in during lap seven. 
Rodney Farris led briefly until 
Graham and Jones put things the 
way they were before and led to the 
checkers. Farris took third. 

'The final, and slowest, heat race 
was a Shobert runaway. At first, it 
appeared that Springsteen would be 
doing the running as he rocketed to 
a 40-yard lead. Unfortunately for 
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Ricky Graham (3) won the third heat race over Ronnie Jones (16). Pete 
Hames (32) was closing in but crashed hard after landing off the jump. 





him, the flag had not dropped and 
he was sent to the penalty line. 

Springsteen said he had been 
watching every start before his heat 
and each one had had a three-second 
interval between the sideways board 
and the drop of the green flag. 

His guessing game failed when it 
counted, but his back-row start 
didn’t put him out of contention. 

Springsteen rode brilliantly, 
reminding the crowd that he was no 
stranger to the Peoria winner’s circle. 
By the start of the second lap, he was 
in fourth place. On the fourth lap, 
he went from fourth to second in one 
amazing turn-two swoop past 
Ingram and Orr. 

“I feel real well," said Springsteen, 





a late entry for the race. “The bike's 
working." 

However, Springsteen couldn't get 
near Shobert, who won by a margin 
of 6.19 seconds. Orr took third and 
was headed to the National, while 
Ingram and Canadian Steve Aseltine 
rounded out the top five in the 
4:27.675 heat. 


Semis 

Doug Chandler won the first 10- 
lap semi final race in a slow time 
of 4:35.241. He was forced into the 
semis by his fourth-place heat race 
finish and wasn't happy about his 
chances or his machine. 

"It's been running sick on us all 
day," said the Honda-mounted 
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Bubba Shobert shoulders the big money: a $10,000 Camel Challenge 
check.

Chandler. “I feel good. The bike's 
not running good.” 

Chandler said it was too hard to 
sort things out on his TT machine, 
which he seldom uses. 

Eric Graybeal was ecstatic to be in 
the semis and finish. second to 
Chandler. His runner-up placing 
transferred the Bloomington, Ilh- 
nois, resident to his first-ever Grand 
National final. 

“Irs the best feeling I’ve had since 
I started racing," said the local hero, 
who lives only 45 minutes from the 
Peoria track. 

Graybeal comfortably bet Erick 
Gruber and Scott Adams, sending 
them to the Last Chance Qualifier, 
along with the rest of the third- 
through seventh-place finishers. 

Dan Ingram won the second semi 
with a wire-to-wire run. Again, the 
attention focused on the second- 
place finisher. Aseltine won his first 
trip to a Grand National final by 
narrowly besting Rick Weir for 
runner-up honors. 

Aseltine followed Ingram for three 
laps before Weir slipped by him in 
turn two. In the closing laps, Asel- 
tine hounded Weir while rounding 
turn one, racing down the back 
straight and flying over the jump. 
Weir held him off until the last 
corner, where Aseltine dove inside 





and set up an impossible-to-beat 
drive up the front straight. 

“I let it drift and turned the gas 
on,” Aseltine said. “I got lucky.” 


Camel Challenge 

Carr was denied a perfect day when 
Shobert romped away with the five- 
lap Camel Challenge, and $10,000 
from the $17,500 purse. 

Shobert nailed the holeshot after 
starting on the third inside position, 
with Jones and Parker on his left and 
Springsteen, Hames and Carr on his 
right. 

Close in tow around the first turn 
was Carr, who tried the outside line 
down the front straight and into turn 
one. Carr was flying far and fast over 
the jump, which he believes is one 
of the keys to winning at Peoria. 

Fading behind them in third was 
Jones, who would hold the position 
ahead of Parker and a remounted, 
if not rejuvenated, Hames. 

Before dropping back, last-place 
finisher Springsteen dueled with 
Parker, who has not done well in the 
big-money sprint races recently. 

“IT gota bad holeshot and they were 
gone," Parker said. "You got to get 
a good holeshot.” 

After grabbing the holeshot, Sho- 
bert used his short-race strategy to 
keep the lead.

“You ride a line where it’s hard 
for the guy in back to pass you,” he 
explained. Without many laps to 
figure out a way around, the guy in 
back stays there, he said. 

Shobert earned roughly $75 per 
second in the 2:13.348 race. 

Carr pocketed $2500 for his effort, 
and more importantly, used the track 
time to test different gearing and 


suspension settings. 
“The day’s not over,” Carr said. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Brian Atherton claimed the lead 
from Rick Weir on lap six of the 
LCQ, and held him off to take the 
last spot available in the final. 

The race was restarted after the 
second lap, when Robert Lewis fell 
coming out of the final turn. He was 
reported to have suffered a cut under 
his eye. 

Weir holeshot both starts, but 
Atherton was always close behind. 
Once Atherton passed him, Weir’s 
day came to an end. 


National 


Veteran Jay Springsteen, the rider 
with the most Grand National wins, 
summed up Peoria by pronouncing 
it one of the most difficult races of 
the season. Rising star Chris Carr 
agreed. 

“The man who’s best fit is going 
to win," Carr said. “I’ve been getting 
ready for Peoria all year." 

From the inside to the outside, the 
front row of the grid was occupied 
by Morehead, Graham, Shobert, 
Parker, Carr and Pearson. On row 
two were Springsteen, Jones, Day, 
Farris, Hill and Orr. On the third 
row were Ingram, Chandler, Asel- 
une, Graybeal and Atherton. 

Holeshot-expert Pearson led into 
the first turn but he was quickly 
passed by Shobert over the jump. As 
they came around for the second lap, 
Carr crossed the line in second and 
Parker slipped by Pearson in turn 
one to take over third. 

Shobert, Carr and Parker began to 
battle and, on lap five, Carr came 
out on top with a strong drive out 
of the turn before the front straight. 

“I ran a little higher line than 
(Shobert) did," Carr said. “He had 
been running a lower line down in 
the groove." 

Shobert was being pressured by 
Parker, who was closely trailed by 
Jones, Graham and a fading Pear- 
son, who had been having brake 
trouble earlier in the day. 

Parker moved into second in the 
first corner on lap seven, dropping 
Shobert to third. 

“My advantage was turn one in the 
éarly part of the race," Parker said. 








Gaps opened between the top three 
and Jones was even farther behind, 
after having dispatched Graham. 
Pearson continued his slide to the 
rear but remained ahead of Spring- 
steen, Ingram and Day. Chandler 
was way behind, nursing his sick- 
sounding bike to an eventual 12th. 

Carr opened a 1.77-second lead by 
lap 17 as the lead trio began facing 
backmarkers. Shobert Ame his late- 
race charge on the following lap, 
nipping Parker in turn one and then 
slightly closing on Carr. 

Behind them, Graham moved up 
to challenge Jones. But Jones held 
on to capture fourth and leave fifth 
for Graham. Ingram finished sixth 
while Pearson salvaged seventh. 
Springsteen dropped out with 
méchanical trouble, disappointing 
the crowd, estimated to be 15,000 
strong. 

Carr was using the lapped riders 
to his advantage and began opening 
the lead again. Shobert wasn't as 
fortunate and Parker closed in for a 
last-gasp shot at second place. 

On the last lap, as Carr cruised to 
a convincing win, Parker made his 
move, but nearly wound up on the 
ground in the last corners after 
hitting a hole. 

The record finishing time sur- 
prised Carr, whose win earned him 
$5180 out of the $35,000 purse. 


“(The surface) was real inconsist- 
ent," he said. “I was not expecting 
the main event to be that fast." 

Some of Carr's speed resulted from 
abandoning the setup he used in the 
Camel Challenge. He went back to 
the gearing he had used in his heat 
race and stiffened the suspension. 

"It was fast," Shobert agreed. 
“More traffic than usual. After Chris 
passed me I thought I'd follow him 
around. I was just more pumped to 
ride five laps (in the Camel 
Challenge.)”’ e

Johnson, Schmit win; 
Holland clinches 125cc 
title in Minnesota 


Team Honda's Guy Cooper (5) briefly led Schmit in the second moto.

MILLVILLE, MN, AUG. 14 


Team Honda's Rick Johnson and Suzuki's 
Donny Schmit each came away with back- 
to-back moto wins to secure class victories 
at the Spring Creek National Motocross, 


the second-to-last round of the 
National Championship Ser- 
ies. Johnson's 500cc class win 
came two weeks after finishing 
fourth overall at the Troy, Ohio, 
National, while Schmit captured his 
first win of the series in the 125cc 
class. ; 

Although Johnson and. Schmit 
were tops in Millville, it was really 
George Holland’s day. Despite being 
sick the past two weeks and riding 
only once since the Ohio National, 
the factory Honda rider from Ker- 
man, California, clinched the 
National Championship 125cc MX 
Series title after finishing third in the 
first moto. 

"Its a big relief," said Holland. 


"I've had nothing else but the 
championship on my mind for the 
past two months, so I think it's going 
to take a while before it really sinks 
in. My goal today was to just clinch 
the title in the first moto. I've been 
sick ever since I got back from Ohio; 
I've been feeling kind of weak." 

Johnson, on the other hand, 
wanted to win the Millville National 
badly after Lechien — Johnson's 
closest rival — won both motos in 
Ohio. In revenge Johnson stormed 
back and won both motos, today, 
fairly easily. 

"] wanted to prove to everyone that 
I don't give up even if I get beat," 
said Johnson. 

Lechien, who showed up at the 
track in a limousine, finished second 





overall via a 2-3 tally, while Yama- 
ha's Jeff Stanton settled for third 
with a 4-2 score. 

With one round remaining in the 
500cc series, Johnson holds a 23 
point lead over Lechien, 231-208. 

Last year at Millville in the 125cc 
class, it was the Donny Schmit show, 
and this year it was the Donny 
Schmit show — part two. For the 
second year in a row, the local 
favorite from Bloomington, Minne- 
sota, claimed the overall win, but this 
year's victory came much harder for 
him. 

After a nail-biting, come-from- 
behind ride to win the second moto, 
Schmit said, “This win is a lot 
sweeter than last year's because I 
really had to work for it this time." 

One of the riders to give Schmit 
such a hard time was team Honda's 
Guy Cooper, who, despite suffering 
an extremely hard get-off in the first 
moto and a flat rear tire in the second, 
took second overall, edging Hol- 
land's 3-6 tally. 

Both Schmit and Cooper moved 
up into second and third place in 
the point standings, displacing 
Suzuki's Erik Kehoe to fourth. Kehoe 
was absent in Minnesota due to a 
back injury, which he suffered in 
Ohio. 


Heat and humidity were some of 
the elements that all the riders and 
the estimated 6000-plus spectators 
had to withstand today, but the track 
was kept in prime condition by 
poe Johnny Martin, who is a 
ormer hare scrambles National 
Champion and ISDE gold medalist. 

For winning both motos in the 
500cc class, Johnson pocketed $1000 
out of a $14,000 purse, while Schmit 
cashed in on $480 out of a $7340 125cc 
purse. 


125cc National 


Forty-two riders lined the 
backwards-falling gate for the start 
of the first 30-minute-plus-two-lap 
125cc National moto, and as the pack 
roared out of the first turn, it was 
Schmit powering his Moto-X Fox/ 
Arai Helmets/Scott USA-backed 
Suzuki into the lead followed by 
Cooper, Holland, Suzuki riders 
Jimmy  Gaddis and Ronnie 
'lichenor, Yamaha-mounted Larry 
Ward and Surf Laundry Detergent- 
sponsored Jeff Glass. 

The race quickly turned into a 
Schmit/Cooper duel for the lead as 
they pulled away from the pack. But 
the dogfight only lasted four laps 
when Cooper tried to make a pass 
on Schmit, but ended up on his head 
in a spectacular, high-speed solo 
crash. 

“I tried to go underneath Donny 
but I highsided off a whoop and 
began swapping," said Cooper. “It 
just threw me to the ground and I 
bounced and rolled." 

Cooper was uninjured in the fall 
and remounted just as Holland 
roosted past, but two laps later, 
Cooper was back in second place, 15 
seconds behind Schmit. 

From this point on, the race was 
all Schmit's as he went on to take 
the win unchallenged. 

But a battle raged over third 
between Gaddis, Ward, Tichenor 
and Suzuki support rider Ty Davis. 
Despite crashing earlier in the race, 
Tichenor was on the gas and even- 
tually motored into fourth before his 
Suzuki sputtered and died. 

“The reeds broke in half," said 
Tichenor, as he watched the rest of 
the race from the sidelines. 

By the end of the race, Davis had 
worked up to fourth, while recently 
crowned Amateur National Cham- 
pion, Damon Bradshaw, riding a 
Yamaha, worked his way up from 
a so-so start to finish fifth. Suzuki 
rider Todd DeHoop had charged 
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past Ward and Gaddis for sixth. 
Rounding out the top 10 were Larry 
Brooks, Kawasaki, and Jason 
Upshaw, Honda. 

'The second moto was a wild affair 
with Holland taking the holeshot 
ahead of Schmit, Yamaha's Mike 
LaRocco, Cooper, Bradshaw, Gad- 
dis, Tichenor, Ward, DeHoop and 
Upshaw. 

However, after the first lap, Hol- 
land washed out and dropped to 
fourth, giving Schmit second. But 
two laps later it wa$ Schmit's turn 
to crash, handing LaRocco the lead. 
Schmit held on to second, but 
crashed, again, two laps later and 
suddenly found himself in danger of 
losing the overall. He was fourth 
behind LaRocco, Cooper and Brad- 
shaw. Close behind Schmit was 
Holland, Tichenor and Ward. 

At the halfway point it was a four- 
way battle for the lead as Schmit 
began his drive to the front. He 
picked off Bradshaw, then Cooper, 
and then set his sights on LaRocco. 
At this point, Cooper got a rear flat 
and was passed by Tichenor. 

But all eyes were on Schmit, who 
was about five seconds off LaRocco's 
pace. But with four laps to go, 
LaRocco suddenly dropped his 
Yamaha in a turn. 

“I went into the rut (berm) and 
I hit a rock that knocked my front 
wheel," said LaRocco, who had also 
crashed in the first moto and worked 
up from 28th to finish 11th. “I was 
pretty mad, and I couldn't believe I 
did that." 

However, LaRocco picked up his 
bike before Schmit could pass, but 
the fall ruined LaRocco's concentra- 
tion, and he couldn't hold Schmit 
back any longer. Schmit shot into 
the lead, held on, and took the win. 
LaRocco grabbed second inches 
ahead of Tichenor. Fourth went to 
Bradshaw, while Cooper rounded 
out the top five. Sixth went to 
Holland, who was followed in by 
Upshaw, DeHoop, Davis and 
Gaddis. 

“Pm: thrashed,” said a thrilled 
Schmit. “He (LaRocco) was riding 
good. That had to be my best

National moto ever; I had to work, 
but the fans were cheering me the 
whole way. It was great.” 

500cc National ; 

Kawasaki’s Mike Fisher took the 
early lead in the first 500cc moto but 
was passed by Lechien, Johnson and 
Ward before the lap was through. 
Two laps later, both Stanton and 
Honda’s Jeff Leisk had also slipped 
past Fisher. 

This set the stage for the rest of 
the moto, as Lechien and Johnson 
led the way. A few bike lengths back 
in third, after bumping into Johnson 





during the first. lap, was Ward. 
Johnson and his Moto-X Fox/Bell 
Helmets/Oakley-sponsored Honda 
chased Lechien for the next two laps 
before the two swapped places a 
couples of times while banging into 
each other at the same time. Once 
into the lead, Johnson looked back 
at Lechien, yelled a few words and 
continued racing. 

From that point on Johnson 
pulled away, gaining about two 
seconds each lap on Lechien. As 
Johnson set the pace, Ward was 
gaining on his teammate Lechien,

eventually catching and passing 
him. However, on the last lap, like 
he had done in the second moto in 
Ohio, Ward pulled over and let 
Lechien by to help keep his team- 
mate in the points chase with 
Johnson. 

Stanton rode the whole moto in 
a comfortable fourth, while H 
rider Danny Storbeck, who's been 
out of racing action for more than 
a year, rode a sparkling race to finish 
fifth. Sixth went to Fisher, while 
Leisk, who had crashed earlier, 
finished seventh. 


Yamaha's Doug Dubach, who was 
still feeling the effects of food 
poisoning he had on Saturday, took 
eighth ahead of Kawasaki riders Jeff 
Frisz and Dennis Hawthorne.

tried to block me," said Ward. “I 
wanted to pass but he was taking my 
line." 

Ward jumped into the early lead 
at the start of the second moto ahead 
of Stanton, Johnson, Leisk, Dubach, 
Storbeck, Hawthorne and Lechien, 
who gated poorly after getting 
crossed up in some ruts. 

A couple of riders went down in 
the first turn, including Yamaha 
rider Shaun Kalos, who finished 11th 
in the first moto. He was helped off 
the track, but was on his feet. Kalos 
re-entered the race only to pull out 
later on. 

Ward, Stanton. and Johnson 
quickly pulled away from the pack 
as they diced for the lead. During the 
third lap, Johnson slipped past 
Stanton and charged after Ward, 
while Stanton stayed close in third. 
The battle went on for a few laps 
until Johnson, after being heavily 
pressured by Stanton, dove under- 
neath Ward in a turn and took the 
lead. A turn later, Ward went over 
the berm and Stanton shot by. 

“Stanton was putting the pressure 
on me, so I decided I had to make 
a move on Ward," said Johnson. “I 
wasn’t exactly sure what he (Ward) 
was up to, so I had to be careful 
getting around him.” 

"Rick passed Jeff cleanly,” said 
Stanton, "then he (Ward) went over 


the next berm, and that’s where I got 
him. After that, I figured Ward 
would slow and let Lechien catch 
up." Which is exactly what Ward 
did. 

After dropping to third by the 
eighth lap, with Johnson ‘pulling 
away, Ward made no effort in catch- 
ing Stanton. Instead, Ward backed 
off the throttle and waited for his 
teammate Lechien to catch up, who 
was approximately 10 seconds back 
after passing Leisk. For the third 
moto in a row, Ward let his teammate 
by. 
As they crossed the finish line it 
was Johnson, Stanton, Lechien, 
Ward, Leisk and Dubach. 

When asked about Ward slowing 
to let Lechien pass, Johnson said, “I 
believe in team tactics, but not to the 
point where it makes you look bad. 
Ward was riding good today; he had 
a good chance of winning but he 
went slow, instead." 

Stanton said, "I don't think it's 
right, everyone should go out there * 
and ride their own race.” 

Both Ward and Lechien left the 
Spring Creek MX Park immediately 
following the second moto and were 
unavailable for comment. E

Round 12 


Rainey reigns 
in England

DONINGTON PARK, ENGLAND, AUG: 7 

Team Lucky Strike Roberts' Wayne Rainey 
won his first 500cc Grand Prix beating 
Rothmans Honda's World Champion 
Wayne Gardner by seven seconds to clinch 


the British Motorcycle GP in 
front of 65,000 people at Don- 
ington Park.- 


Rainey, who used new AP 
Lockheed “carbon”? brakes and a 
bias-ply front Dunlop tire to correct 
a persistent front end chatter, led 
from the first corner on and was 
never challenged. He finished the 30- 
lap, 75-mile race in 48:33.67 minutes 
(92.66 mph average), over one and 
a half minutes faster than Eddie 
Lawson's race winning time for the 
same distances in 1987. 

“The tires played a major part," 
Rainey said. “They didn't spin at all. 
I just sat on top of the bike. It was 
doing all the work for me.” 

Following Gardner in third place 
was Gauloises Blondes Yamaha's 
Christian Sarron with HB Honda's 





Niall Mackenzie fourth and Rainey's 
teammate Kevin Magee fifth. 

World Championship points 
leader Eddie Lawson, of Team 
Marlboro Agostini Yamaha, com- 
plained of engine and tire problems 
and finished sixth, losing seven 
points to Gardner. The standings 
read: Lawson-195, Gardner-175, 
Rainey-163, Sarron-123, Magee-118. 

Team Pepsi Suzuki's Kevin 
Schwantz was a non-finisher today 
after running into Elf Honda's Ron 
Haslam in the esses and crashing on 
the first lap. Schwantz, who needed 
five stitches to close a cut in his left 
knee, later said, “I went in and got 
on the brakes the same as Haslam. 
But I had a new set of pads for the 
race and they weren't broken in. I 
wasn't trying to outbrake him." 

Randy Mamola managed to bring 
the Team Cagiva mount home in 





llth after suffering a failure on the 
first lap. Two spots behind Mamola 
was first privateer Mike Baldwin 
riding the same Team Samurai 
Honda RS500 that he'd used to make 
the movie “American Built." Bald- 
win said that the movie’s producers 
have agreed to back him for the rest 
of the season. 

Team Marlboro Agostini Yama- 
ha's Luca Cadalora won his second 
250cc GP of the year, beating Roth- 
mans Honda's Dominique Sarron by 
3.5 seconds after leading the entire 
26-lap, 65-mile distance. Third went 
to Ducados Yamaha's Juan Garriga 
who gained a few valuable points on 
the fourth-place finisher, Campsa 
Honda's Sito Pons. 

Pons leads Garriga 179 to 173 with 
four races to go. Parisienne Honda's 
Jacques Cornu, seventh today, is 
third with 151. 

Team Servisco Honda's Ezio Gia- 
nola beat Derbi's Jorge Martinez to 
win the 24-lap, 60-mile 125cc race. 
Domenico Brigaglia was third on the 
Gazzaniga Rotax. 

With just two 125cc rounds left, 
Martinez leads Gianola, 157 to 140. 

In the Sidecar GP, Rolf Biland and 
Kurt Waltisperg's hopes for a perfect 
season came to an end at Donington 
Park as they were beaten by just over 
two seconds by the British team of 
Steve Webster and Tony Hewitt. 
Alain Michel and Jean-Marc Fresc 
were third. : 

Biland-Waltisperg are 21 points 


' ahead of Webster-Hewitt, 137-116 


with Michel-Fresc third at 69. 
500cc qualifying 


Donington Park's 2.5 mile-long 
track has long been criticized as 
being too slippery, some attributing 
it to jet fuel being dropped from 
planes using nearby East Midlands 
Airport. However, before the start of 
the season the track was resurfaced 
and, according to the riders, the 
traction was the best they had raced 





on all year. Their beliefs were 
immediately confirmed in the first 
practice session on Friday when 11 
riders went faster than Gardner's 
1987 pole-setting time of 1:38.29. 

Gardner led the pack with a 1:35.09 
(94.64 mph),.a mark he wouldn't 
improve upon, but which would be 
good enough to keep him on the 
pole. Trying to better his time on 
Saturday morning, he crashed on his 
fifth lap, injuring his right ankle and 
ending any hope he had of going 
faster. 

“I was trying to get around some 
slow riders," Gardner said of his 
crash in the hairpin, ''Goddard 
Corner," which leads onto the front 
straightaway. “The ankle's a little 
stiff at the moment, but when the 
flag drops you forget about it. I did 
a low 37 (actually a 1:36.89) in the 
last session. I thought I could go 
faster if I had a clear run and the 
ankle was good. I couldn’t do that 
pace in the race, for sure." 

Gardner said that because of the 
new surface, “It takes a good three 
laps to warm the tires up. That's a 
big problem here. They don't seem 
to scrub up as well as at other tracks. 
A good start is important. If you have 
to come from behind there are two 
or three places to pass the good 
guys." Although he wouldn't con- 
firm it Gardner was believed to be 
using yet — another new frame at 
Donington. 

Next to Gardner on the front row 
was second-fastest Lawson. His time 
of 1:35.64 (94.10) came in the third 
session and, like all riders, he was 
unable to better it in the fourth 
session due to oil and cement dust 
in the final corner. Still, that wasn't 
his main concern. 

"My shoulder is my main con- 
cern,” Lawson said. “It’s about 80 
percent. When I go down the hill 
(through Craner Curves) and try to 
change direction I'm way off line. 
I'm too far off to the right and can't 








get over for the next turn. 

“The track's a little slower now 
because of the hot weather," he 
continued, “But you can still slide 
the bike off the corners. The corner 
speeds are up. You can see everybody 
doing nice big controlled slides. It's 
very slippery on new tires, but then 
it gets much better. It goes from one 
extreme to another. The start is 
critical. You could work your way 
up, but you'd work your butt off. I'd 
say Wayne Gardner, Wayne Rainey, 
Christian, and myself will definitely 
go fast. The others may be in there 
for a while." 

After qualifying on the pole for 
the last tee races, Sarron had his 
string broken at Donington, but still 
managed third fastest, 1:35.74 (94.00 
mph), for a spot in the middle of 
the front row. Many had thoughtthe 
surface favored his style of riding — 
right on the edge of traction and not 
sliding, but by the time he found the 
best setup in the fourth session, 
there was the oil and cement dust 
in the final corner which fouled his 
drive onto the front straight and also 
put him down once. 

“There was a patch of cement dust 
out of the left hairpin," Sarron said. 
“I dropped my bike there, but with 
no damage. I worked hard to set up 
my bikes, changing the gearboxes on 
Saturday. I kept my best tire for the 
last session where I was the fastest, 
but it was not possible to equal the 
times set on Friday. But I feel 
confident, my bike works well now.” 

Next to Sarron was the first 
member of the United Kingdom, 
Scotsman Mackenzie. Despite the 
.cement dust in the last corner, 
Mackenzie was able to turn his best 
ume of 1:36.04 in the final session. 
He said that he was using the revised 
frame that Gardner had gotten for 
Yugoslavia and found it signifi- 
cantly different from his current 
chassis. 

“The new one is much more 
stable," he said. “It doesn't shake the 
front. It's OK going into the corner, 
but picking it up and slowing down 
and changing direction is a lot of 
hard work. I don't slide as much as 
Wayne coming out of the corner. I 
slide more at the apex because I get 
a lot of lean angle, and stop sliding 
by the end of the corner. After about 
six laps we'll be sliding and drifting 
around Coppice Corner (a fifth-gear 
arcing right) for sure.” 

At the far end of the front row 
would be Rainey just .13 seconds 
behind Mackenzie at 1:36.17 (93.58 
mph) which he did in the final 
second session on Friday. On Satur- 
day morning he tried the new sin- 
tered carbon brakes and after the 
second session decided he'd use them 
in the race. 

He explains: "You need heat in 
them to make them work. The first 
turn could be a problem. Every- 
thing's lighter and 1t makes the bike 
easier to maneuver. That helped 
solve some of the chatter problem. 
There isn't as much gyro effect." 

The new solid discs are 280mm 
wide and weigh 900 grams. The steel 
discs he had been using, and that 
Magee would use, are 320mm and 
weigh 1650 grams. 

'Team owner Kenny Roberts said 
that they decided to use the discs after 
the second session. “Wayne likes the 
way it works,” Roberts said. “Magee 
tried it and thought it was spongy. 
He likes a solid brake. Wayne doesn't 
like as solid a brake. It's a develop- 
ment. Some tracks it may work and 
some it won't. If it does get cooler 
there is some question as to whether 
it would work.” ; 

In spite of a stomach virus, Mam- 
ola was on the second row, sixth 
fastest at 1:36.33 (93.42 mph). 

“In peak condition I feel I could 














go faster, but it's difficult to concen- 
trate 100 percent. Donington is a 
difficult track technically. With the 
high grip levels of the new surface 
you need to be in good shape to ride 
very fast." 

Lawson's Belgian teammate Did- 
ier de Radigues was seventh fastest 
after sorting out a gearbox problem 
and next to him was Yamaha's 
Tadahiko Taira making one of his 
rare grand prix appearances. Filling 
out the second row was Roger 
Burnett riding the injured Shunji 
Yatsushiro's Rothmans Honda to his 
best qualifying position ever. 

Back on the third row were Has- 
lam, Magee, Schwantz, McElnea, 
and Pier-Francesco Chili. 

Magee, still recovering from his 
concussion at Spa a month ago, said 
that he “wasn’t even close. It’s the 
bike and me as well. I’m pushing 
the front and you can only do it so 
much before you end up on your 
butt. I’m losing time driving out of 
the turns. The bike still doesn't seem 
to be running quite where I'd like." 

"I sull couldn't get the thing 
working right," Schwantz said. “The 
grip on the rear is the problem. The 
Suzuki is now coming on real hard 
and violent like the Honda. Rob's 
not spinning, but maybe that's 
because he’s heavier.” 


500cc GP 

Probably the biggest surprise of 
the weekend was the weather. Aver- 
aging 86 degrees for the three days, 
it was the hottest weekend of the year 
in England and guaranteed a long, 
physically demanding race. 

The green was flashed at 3:00 p.m. 
and, although Rainey wasn’t imme- 
diatedly into the lead, he drove 
around the pack in the right-hand 
Redgate Corner at the end of the 
downhill straight. Trailing the 
Lucky Strike Yamaha were Gardner, 
Sarron, Mackenzie, Chili, de 
Radigues, Lawson, and Mamola. 

By the end of the first lap 
Schwantz's race was over after crash- 
ing with Haslam, who remounted. 
Magee was just behind the pair when 
the incident occurred and lost several 
places trying to avoid them. 

“I tried to get a good start and pull 
away," Rainey said. “When I found 
myself in front I went for it.” 

Mamola's charge was muted on 
the first lap, also, when his clutch 
plates splintered on the first lap. 

"Normally you have to adjust it

about half a turn after the first lap," 
he explained. “I did that and it didn't 
help so I just kept adjusting it and 
there was nothing there. My stomach 
was slightly better than yesterday, 
but I still wasn't 100 percent." 

By the fourth lap Rainey had a 3.3 
second lead with Gardner second in 
a trio ahead of Sarron and Macken- 
zie. Further back were Chili, de 
Radigues, Burnett, and Lawson and 
they would soon form together into 
a quartet. Behind them came McEI- 
nea, Taira, and Mamola. 

A lap later, Gardner, who'd had 
micro-needle injections in both 
ankles to free them up, overcooked 
the entrance to the esses, barely 
running off the track and losing two 
places. He said that his front discs 
were starting to warp and he'd had 
to adjust his braking. 

“The circuit is so short — you 
accelerate then brake — that the 
brakes don't get a chance to cool off,” 
he said. "Its the worst I've ever 
ridden with distorted discs. I had to 
take it easy on the entries and then 
I'd leave big black marks coming 
out." : 

On the 10th lap, Rainey had a six 
second lead with Gardner back up 
to third, having passed: Mackenzie 
and setting out for Sarron who he 
would pass a lap later. De Radigues 
was alone in fifth ahead of a trio 





composed of Chili, Lawson, and 
Burnett with Magee catching up. 
Taira led McElnea in 10th. 

Rainey increased his lead on the 
llth lap while setting a new lap 
record of 1:36.30, well under the old 
record of 1:39.17 that Taira set last 
year. 

“I didn’t want to look back at all,” 
Rainey said. “I saw some plusses on 
my lap board and kept going. Com- 
ing out of the horseshoe I could see 
Wayne and Christian behind me. 
Toward the end I didn't see them at 
all." 

At the halfway point Rainey's lead 
was up to almost seven seconds with 
Gardner, Sarron, and Mackenzie 
holding their places. The order of 
the top four wouldn't change. Rai- 
ney would set his fastest lap (1:36.27) 
in the second half of the race, but 
the new lap record would go to 
Sarron, 1:36.21, in pursuit of 
Gardner. 

The positions after the top four 
were anything but settled. From lap 
12 to 15 de Radigues led his team- 
mate Lawson without letting him 
past, causing some to wonder why. 
Burnett and Chili were just behind, 
but by the 15th lap Magee had moved 
into seventh as part of a quartet with 
Chili dropping off. Lap 16 showed 
the order scrambled with Lawson 
fifth ahead of Magee, de Radigues 
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Rainey (17) leads the first lap ahead of Mackenzie (5). Kevin Schwantz 





(34), meanwhile, rams into Ron Haslam in the background.

and Burnett and soon after Magee 
would pass Lawson for fifth settling 
the order of the six. De Radigues 
would finish seventh. 

“I was thinking too much about 
having Eddie behind me," de 
Radigues said. “I was making mis- 
takes. When I had the two guys 
behind me I didn't want to bring 
them past Eddie. I was braking early 
so he could pass me, but he didn't. 
Iwashappy when he went by because 
he could do what he wanted." 

The last third of the race appeared, 
for the most part, uneventful. McEI- 
nea crashed on the 24th lap while 
running just outside the top 10 and 
Chili passed Burnett for eighth on 
the last lap. 

Appearances can be deceiving, 
however, because as Rainey explains, 
his experimental brakes began to 
fade. : 

“About five laps from the end the 
lever started to come back to the bar,” 
he said. “But I didn't back off." 

His lead, almost 10 seconds on the 
25th lap, shrunk slightly and he won 
by 6.97 seconds over Gardner. Sarron 
was just under two seconds back with 
Mackenzie three behind Sarron. 
Magee came through to finish five 
seconds behind Mackenzie in fifth 
with Lawson sixth safely ahead of 
de Radigues. 

"Im glad the team finally got 





another win," Rainey said at a post- 
race press conference. "That's two 
wins this year for our first season as 
riders. The bike worked great, the 
tires worked great. It seemed the 


harder I pushed them, the better ` 


they'd stick. The tires were the same 
the first lap as the last." 

Gardner wasn't happy about fin- 
ishing second, but he had the con- 
solation of finishing four spots 
ahead of Lawson. 

“Of course I would have liked to 
win the race," he said. “But I had 
my ups and downs. I couldn't brake 
as deep as I wanted and when I 
turned the power on it was slipping 
and sliding. I just want to keep the 
pressure on Eddie. Maybe he'll 
crack." 

Sarron used a number of words to 
describe his race. "It was very hot, 
very safe, very tiring,” he said. “You 
can never relax on the bike. My 
brakes were working just enough for 
the end of the race. I was sliding from 
almost the beginning of the race. It 
was difficult to. concentrate. I was a 
little disturbed by the riders we 
lapped and I knew at the end that 
I couldn’t catch Wayne. A few times 
he passed slower riders before the 
corners. Two laps from the end when 
it happened I gave up a little bit. 

- “He has a totally different way of 
riding," Sarron continued. “I go in

the corners faster and he goes out of 
the corners faster. His bike acceler- 
ates a bit better than mine. He passed 
me on the straight twice.” 

Mackenzie finished fourth, 
although he admitted that he 
expected to finish in the top three. 
“I said the pressure of riding here 
doesn't affect me, but maybe it does,” 
he said. "I had a hard tire on the 
rear and it didn’t work in the 
beginning. It worked in the middle 
and it dropped off at the end. Then 
the front end was jumping around 
because the suspension was getting 
hot, but it could’ve been the tires. 
Christian's bike was definitely work- 
ing better.” 

The rider having to work the 
hardest to gain his position was fifth- 
placed Magee. After the first corner 
incident with Schwantz and Haslam 
he settled down into a consistent 
pattern that took him to the front 
of the field, although he still isn't 
quite fit. 

“I feel like I'm riding about 80 
percent of what I should be,” he said. 
"But I'm starting to feel a lot better 
on the bike. At least I'm back in the 
race." 
250cc qualifying 

Because of the short straightaways, 
fed by mostly 90 degree bends that 
keep speeds down, Donington Park 
was thought by the 250cc riders to 
be a Yamaha track. Qualifying 
proved that to be true. Garriga was 
fastest with a 1:38.22 (91.63 mph), a 
time that was as fast as all but the 
fastest 500 last year. 

“Our bikes are the same as before 
and the Hondas are quicker, but 
there are not many straights here," 
said Garriga. “We have to win here 
because in Sweden we stand no 
chance.” 

Just.27 seconds back in second was 
fellow Yamaha rider Luca Cadalora 
at 1:38.49 (91.37 mph) and he echoed 
Garriga's comments. “Yes, I fol- 
lowed (HB Honda’s Reinhold) Roth 
and he went away from me on 
acceleration, but we can catch them 
in the corners. I think that either 
Garriga or myself could win here.” 

After breaking his leg in practice 
for the French GP and missing the 
subsequent Yugoslavian round, HB 
Venemotos Yamaha’s Carlos Lavado 
gave Yamaha the top three fastest 
qualifiers by lapping in 1:38.70 
(91.18 mph). < 








"I am almost fully fit," said 
Lavado. “But my right ankle is still 
stiff and that makes it hard to move 
around on the bike." 

Filling out the front row were the 
Hondas of Dominique Sarron and 
points leader Sito Pons. Sarron 
thought that tire choice would be 
critical and also that the Yamaha 
would lose less power as it heated 
up than the Honda. “We've used 
more tires in practice than the 
Yamaha and 26 laps is a very long 
race," the Frenchman said. ‘For 
Honda we must use a hard tire.” 

The second row had the Yamahas 
of Jean-Philippe Ruggia (sixth 
fastest) and Ivan Palazzese (ninth 
fastest) sandwiching the Hondas of 
Roth and Jacques Cornu. Roth 
seed the Honda’s tire problems 

est. 

"I have to choose between three 
rear and two front tires," he began. 
“If I choose the soft rear it will only 
last half the race. If I choose the hard 
rear it only works well the second 
half. So I can go fast at the beginning 
or the end, but not both. The 
Yamaha frames and engines are 
easier on the tires so I think they do 
not have the same worries.” 

Sull, Cadalora thought that he, 
too, might have tire troubles. “After 
15 laps they will start to slide badly," 
he said. “I think that the only thing 
to do in the race is to go fast from 
the start and then watch out after 
about 13 laps and start to take things 
more carefully and see what 
happens." 


250cc GP 


True to his word, Cadalora fled 
from the start and, predictably 
enough, it was Garriga giving chase. 
Pons was in third with Sarron 
fourth. The field quickly spread out 
behind them. 

“The first few laps it was hard to 
pull away from Garriga," Cadalora 
would later say. “After that I see my 
times getting better." 

After nine of the 26 laps Cadalora 
still held his advantage with Garriga 
second ahead of Pons and Sarron. 
Roth was fifth, Ruggia, sixth, Cornu 
seventh, and Lavado eighth. Posi- 
tions one, and five through eight 
wouldn't change for the rest of the 
rage, but a great deal of place- 
swapping would take place in 
between those spots. 

Pons was into second on the 12th 





lap with Garriga third and Sarron 
fourth. A lap later Garriga was back 
to fourth before closing up on the 
Honda duo. 

Pons was beginning to experience 
tire problems and lost third to 
Garriga with five laps to go before 
retaking it, only to lose it again on 
the last lap. 

“I had tire problems," the Spa- 
niard said. “I tried to get away from 
Garriga on the last lap because I 
knew he would try something on the 
brakes. I didn't get far enough in 
front because he came up the inside 
going into the hairpin. I wasn't 
going to be crazy and risk falling off, 
but I did want to beat him." 

Garriga said his tire was going 
until the halfway mark. ''After 
Dominique and Sito went past me 
I wasn't able to catch them, but in 
ihe last corner on the brakes I passed 

ito.” 

The bike ran terribly," he con- 
tinued. “The carburetion was all 
wrong so I could not race with 
Cadalora. Then when the tire started 
to fade Sarron came past and there 
was nothing I could do about it. I 

‘knew I could pass Pons at the end 
of the last lap." 

Cadalora motored on to win by 
more than 3.5 seconds over Sarron 
ever though the heat began to affect 
both him and his tires. 

"It was the same problem for all 
riders because it was very hot," he 
said. “The last 10 laps it was hard 
to control slides. I administrated my 
advantage in the last seven laps. 
Before, Garriga and Sarron could 
stay with me for the whole race, but 
I think they have more tire problems 
than me. I had to take things easy 
at first, but it kept working all the 
way through the race.” 

Cadalora's assessment of Sarron's 
tire woes were confirmed by the 
Frenchman. “I tried a new hard tire," 
he said. “In the beginning of the race 
I can't follow Luca. After the middle 
of the race it came better and I passed 
Garriga and Pons. At the end of the 
race my lap times were getting 
better.” e.

Geboers clinches title 
at home in Belgium

NAMUR, BELGIUM, AUG 7 


Hakan Carlqvist and a flat tire in the first 
moto couldn't prevent Eric Geboers from 
clinching the 500cc motocross World 
Championship in the Belgian GP at the 


torturous Citadel circuit in 


Namur. 

Although Carlqvist won 
both motos to take the overall 
victory in Belgium, his win was 
overshadowed by Geboers grabbing 
the title and thus becoming the first 
rider ever to win world motocross 
titles in all three displacement 
classes. Just two days after his 26th 
birthday, Geboers added the 1988 
500cc World Championship to his 
1987 250cc world ttle and '82-'83 
125cc titles with 5-6 rides, and also 
became the first Belgian to clinch the 
crown in his home country. 

Mark Banks was the runner-up 
overall with 2-5 moto scores, finish- 
ing ahead of Kurt Nicoll, who had 
a 6-3 day. Kees Van der Ven com- 
bined 11-2 finishes and 22 GP points 
to score fourth overall, while 
Geboers lost a tie for fifth overall to 
Kurt Ljungqvist, who scored more 
points in the second round. 

Once David Thorpe had gone to 
the hospital for X-rays on his right 
hand after he struck a post and 
crashed while challenging Carlqvist 
for the lead in moto one, Geboers 
had only to finish ahead of Nicoll 
to clinch the title. And Nicoll made 
things difficult for himself after his 
customary bad start when he crashed 
early in the race trying to dive inside 
Jacky Martens. Nicoll recovered to 
finish sixth in Geboers' wheeltracks 
as the Belgian battled the track and 
a flat front tire for the last five laps 
to clinch the crown. 

Carlqvist put on a classic perfor- 

















mance to lead all the way in the first 
moto, extending his margin each lap 
of the race after his rival Thorpe had 
fallen. The 34-year-old Calqvist, 
who insists that he is to retire at the 
end of the season, and Thorpe 
outdistanced the rest of the field and 
opened up an enormous lead on the 
first lap. But as they entered the 
Esplanade for the third time, Thorpe 
hit his hand on a post and went 
down. Restarting just ahead of the 
chasers, Thorpe battled on for two 
more laps before pulling out of the 
race to be rushed to the donpical for 
X-rays, suspecting that he may have 
broken a finger. 

Banks, Van der Ven, Dirk Geukens 
and Billy Liles were the chasing 
group who had detached themselves 
from the rest of the field to dispute 
second place, while Geboers had 
made his way from a moderate start 
to sixth ahead of Ismo Vehkonen. 

With Carlqvist coasting and mov- 
ing further and further ahead, Banks 
and Van der Ven hotly disputed 
second place. Banks was always in 
front until he made a mess of the 
concrete hill and Van der Ven got 
past with four laps remaining. But 
Van der Ven immediately picked up 
a front flat and, with the tire almost 
off the rim by the finish, dropped 
back rapidly in the closing minutes 
to llth. 

Banks repelled a renewed chal- 
lenge from Liles to finish second as 
Geukens, under pressure from 
Geboers at one stage until the new 
champion got his flat tire, finished 
a lonely fourth. 




































Geboers was obviously losing 
ground with his flat but Nicoll had 
still to find a way past Jacky Martens 
with a lap to go after nailing 
Ljungqvist seconds before. If Nicoll 
could pass Geboers then the cham- 
pionship would go to the second 
moto, but it was not to be. There 
were just a few yards between 
Geboers and Nicoll as they crossed 
the line but it was the Belgian in 
front and the title was his. 

During the interval it was con- 
firmed from the hospital that Thorpe 
had broken the bone in the center 
of his right hand and would not start. 
Honda team manager Steve Whi- 
tlock said that he was also doubtful 
for the final GP in Luxembourg. 

Before the second moto the ques- 
tion was, could Carlqvist also win 
the second race? He was so dominant 
in the first round that he had actually 
stopped at the Chalet du Monument 
at the bottom of the track two thirds 
of the way through the race to drink 
a beer. Carlqvist explained, “I had 
a dream many years ago that I was 
so far in front that I could do it and 
still win. Now I have done it in 
reality." 

Another victory for the veteran was 
to follow in race two, but not with 
such a large advantage this time as 
Van der Ven and Nicoll chased him 
all the way. 

Carlqvist quickly had a 15-second 
- advantage, but that was as large as 
it got before shrinking slightly in.the 
closing minutes of the race when 
victory was assured. 

Although third in the table was 
now beyond him, Van der Ven was 
keen to make sure of fourth before 
Luxembourg and that was exactly 
what he did by countering every- 
thing Nicoll could offer in terms of 
attack. In the last few laps the 
Dutchman actually drew away for a 
clear second. 

But Nicoll. was happy. His 15 
points for third in the moto meant 
that he was 26 clear of Thorpe, even 
if Thorpe could ride the next round, 
and would surely retain his number 
two plate. 

Riding with everything he had in 
a final, desperate attempt to save his 
Yamaha contract, Ljungqvist rode 
from half distance with a flat rear 
tire to hold off Banks for fourth. 
Banks could also be happy with fifth 
because that assured him of second 
overall on the day. 

Next in line was Geboers, his job 
done for the year and riding around 
to soak up the atmosphere and cheers 
of his supporters all around the 
track. Geboers had to fight hard in 
the closing minutes, though, as 
Jacky Vimond battled through the 
pack from a moderate start to almost 
snatch the champion's sixth place. 

Another ride with more verve than 
in race one was Leif Persson, who 
was never more than about 100 yards 
behind Vimond as they improved 
their positions steadily through the 
race. 

After his first-race third place, 
things looked bleak for Billy Liles 
when he was left at the gate but in 
typical barnstorming style he 
scorched through the pack to llth 
after -15 minutes before a crash put 
him. back three places. Liles then 
spent the rest of the race catching 
up again, just failing to catch 
Geukens for 10th at the finish. e

Antunez, Kiedrowski 
repeat at Ponca City

PONCA CITY, OK, AUG. 1-7 


R&D Suzuki’s Buddy Antunez and Kawasaki 
Team Green’s Mike Kiedrowski repeated as 
Grand National Champions in the Minicy- 
cle and Motorcycle classes, respectively, at 


the 13th Annual National 
Motosport 
Grand National Champion- 
ships at Ponca City. 

Antunez locked up his GNC crown 
by taking the overall win in the 80cc 
Modified Expert class with a 2-1 
score, then going 9-5 in the Stock 
Expert class for fourth overall. With 
points for each moto in both Expert 
classes determining the GNC title, 
his 17 point total edged out Brian 
Swink's 20 points for a 1-3, first- 
overall performance in the 80cc Stock 


Association's. 





Expert class and a disappointing 12- 
4 score in the Modified Expert class. 

In the motorcycle division, where 
moto scores in all of the Pro classes 
were combined to determine the 
Grand National Champion, Kied- 
rowski's consistency earned him the 
GNC title for the second consecutive 
year. Kiedrowski only took one 
overall victory in the 125cc Stock Pro 
class, but was second overall in the 
125cc Modified and 250cc Stock Pro 
classes. His worst finish was fourth 
overall in the 250cc Modified Pro 
class, but his combined points of 16 





was half of runner-up Mike LaRoc- 
co's total. Kiedrowski's pay for the 
weekend  totaled $810, plus 
contingencies. 

All week long Kiedrowski battled 
for supremacy with Yamaha- 
supported Damon Bradshaw during 
the qualifying motos, and during the 
finals Bradshaw nearly dominated 
with wins in the 125cc Modified and 
both the 250cc Stock and’ Modified 
Pro classes. Ignition problems while 
leading early in the 125cc Stock Pro 
class kept Bradshaw from making a 
four-class sweep. 

In order to advance to Ponca City 
for the GNC, each of the approxi- 
mately 1300 entrants had to compete 
in one of 27 regional qualifiers held 
throughout the United States. And 
with the large number of entrants in 
some classes, qualifying motos were 
required and led up to run-offs 
which were the highlight of the event 
on Sunday. Overall scores from each 
division were combined with the 
finishing position in the main to 
determine the class champion. 

There would be no run-offs to 
determine the minicycle GNC, so 
each moto in both classes counted 
towards the championship. 

In the first 80cc Stock Expert class 
moto Kawasaki-supported Swink 
got off to a mid-pack start, but the 
poor start helped him to avoid an 
early pileup and he soon moved into 
the lead and went on to take the win. 
Team Green/DMC/AXO/Maxima/ 
Trick/Oakley/Tsubaki/Arai/Dun- 
lop/CTI-sponsored Tommy Clow- 
ers and Kawasaki-mounted Joel 
Albrecht swapped second several 
times before Clowers asserted himself 
at the finish. Billy Schlag was fourth 
behind Albrecht and Derek Natvig 
rounded out the top five. Antunez 
was way down in ninth. 

Tim Hodes shot into the lead at 
the start of the second moto and 
would stay there until the end. Dana 
Wiggins followed in second off the 
start and first held off the attacks of 
Clowers, then Antunez as the Suzuki 
pilot moved up from fifth. On the 
last lap Wiggins had trouble with 
a deep rutted turn and Antunez ran 
into him. Antunez got going first, 
but Heath Kirkland, Swink and 
Clowers all got by and left him fifth 
at the finish. Swink earned the 
overall victory with a 1-3 score, 
Clowers claimed second and Hodes' 
7-1 was good for third over Antunez. 

After a win over Antunez in the 
first 80cc Modified Expert moto, 





Albrecht proved it was no fluke as 
he came up with the holeshot at the 
start of the second round. Antunez 
began the race third, but quickly 

passed Dustin Evans and took the 
fea from Albrecht on the second lap. 
From that point Antunez stretched 
his lead out over Albrecht to the 
finish. Evans came under fire from 
Jared Hamby and soon succumbed 
to the attack. Swink, who started 
poorly, worked his way up to sixth, 
fell, then charged back and put Evans 
in fifth at the finish. 

Antunez ended up with the overall 
and clinched the GNC, Albrecht got 
his best finish at second overall and 
Hamby’s pair of thirds got him the 
same position overall. 

They all met again in the Super 
Mini (12-18) class, which didn’t 
count towards the GNC, and Swink 
got the win. Antunez led early, but 
went down and Albrecht got stuck 
behind him, allowing Swink to grab 
the lead he would increase to the end. 
Antunez. got going third and 
couldn't mount a charge on 
Albrecht, but still scored second 
overall ahead of Albrecht. 

“I wasn't riding well enough to 
charge and I didn't want to get hurt, 
so I backed off," said Antunez. 
“Everybody has their day when they 
don't ride good, and I guess this was 
my day." 

Kiedrowski and Bradshaw met in 
the same division in three of the four 
Pro classes and established them- 
selves as favorites to win the run-offs. 
In both the 125cc Stock and Modified 
Pro classes the two riders swapped 
moto wins, with Kiedrowski carry- 
ing the single point for the overall 
to the mains. Bradshaw took the 
250cc Modified clash when Kied- 
rowski encountered problems and 
finished llth in the first moto. In 
the only class they didn't meet, the 
250cc Stock Pro, Bradshaw won his 
division while Kiedrowski placed 
second in his. 

The start of the 250cc Stock Pro 
main failed to pit the two head-to- 
head when Bradshaw stormed off 
with the holeshot and left Kied- 
rowski stuck in the starting gate. 

“When the gate started to fall the 
riders next to me went and I went 
harder," said Kiedrowski. 

By the second lap Bradshaw was 
pulling away from Bryan Emig, 
Jason Langford and Tallon Voh- 
land. Emig soon began to slip back 
and at the halfway point of the 10- 
lap moto Langford, Vohland and 
Mike LaRocco were engaged in a 
battle for the runner-up spot. Kied- 
rowski joined this battle a short time 
later, and by lap eight had moved 
into third behind LaRocco. A lap 
later Kiedrowski took second, but 
Bradshaw was gone and took the win 
and overall victory ahead of Kied- 
rowski. LaRocco was third in the 
moto and third overall, while Lang- 
ford slipped to fifth in the moto 
behind Vohland yet finished ahead 
of him in the overall standings at 
fourth. 

Bradshaw grabbed the holeshot at 
the start of the 125cc Stock Pro main 
and led LaRocco, Denny Stephen- 
son, Larry Ward and Kiedrowski for 
two laps. Then his ignition began 
to fail and he dropped back before 
dropping out. 

“I came by the finish line and my 
bike started sputtering," said Brad- 
shaw. “After about six guys got 
around me it cleared up, and then 
it just quit." 

Ward worked his way to the front 
and led at the halfway point with 
LaRocco and Kiedrowski close 
behind as the trio took off from 
Stephenson. Kiedrowski soon got 
around LaRocco then moved in on 
Ward, and on lap seven he dove 
underneath Ward to take the lead. 





Ward challenged Kiedrowski for 
another lap before crashing and 
dropping behind LaRocco and Ste- 
phenson at the finish. 

"I got inside of Kiedrowski, 
decided to take a chance and went 
for it," said Ward. “I hit him and 
highsided over his bike." 

Bradshaw continued his string of 
holeshots in the 125cc Modified Pro 
class, leading Langford and Rob 
Hanson early in the main. Hanson 
quickly dropped back and was 
replaced by Stephenson, who was 
passed by Kiedrowski on the third 
lap. Kiedrowski then closed in on 
Langford, but when he made the pass 
two laps later Bradshaw was eight 
seconds ahead. At the: end Kied- 
rowski could only make up a few of 
those seconds and was the runner- 
up to Bradshaw. Langford finished 
the main third ahead of Stephenson, 
who claimed third overall. 

It seemed that Bradshaw and 
Kiedrowski had saved the best for last 
as they both got good starts and 
quickly passed Steve Lamson then 
set out to battle for the lead in the 
final race of the event, the 250cc 
Modified Pro class. Kiedrowski held 
first over four laps but couldn't shake 
Bradshaw, who was nipping at his 
fender in almost every turn. 

“I wanted to pace on Kiedrowski 
because I knew we could get away 
from the rest of the pack," Bradshaw 
said. 

At the beginning of lap five 
Kiedrowski left the door open and 
Bradshaw charged up on the inside 
heading into a turn. Bradshaw made 
contact with Kiedrowski and forced 
him over the berm, putting the 
Kawasaki rider in the dirt. As Kied- 
rowski got going again just in front 
of Stephenson and Lamson, Brad- 
shaw scooted away with an insur- 
mountable lead. 

“I didn't have to win to beat him, 
but I got a little satisfaction back,” 
said Bradshaw. ''In one of the motos 
earlier this week he was behind me 
and we were going pretty good and 
I went down in a corner. He came 
by and sort of laughed, and it made 
me mad," Bradshaw explained. 

"I didn't mean to knock him 
down," Bradshaw continued, “I just 
wanted to come in hard and let him 
know that I was to get back at what 
he did to me.” 

To Kiedrowski it was just alla part 
of racing. 

“I tried to pace myself, and I guess 
Bradshaw just came up and tried to 
pass me," said Kiedrowski. “I came 
in on the outside and should've 
known better to stick towards the 
middle, and I came in a little slow. 
He realized that and came in on the 
next lap and got me. What comes 
around goes around, you know; 
that's racing." 

Stephenson finished third and 
ended up second overall ahead of 
Lamson, while Kiedrowski, who 
came into the main with six points, 
was fourth overall just ahead of John 
Kitsh, who made a last-lap pass on 
Mike Stahlman for fifth. 

Chad Pederson came up a triple 
winner in the intermediate ranks 
with overall victories in the 125cc 
Stock and Modified and 250cc Mod- 
ified Intermediate classes despite 
only winning the 125cc Modified 
main. Jeff Emig won three of the four 
run-off races, but could only come 
up with the overall win in the 250cc 
Stock Intermediate class. 

Ricky Carmichael, Robbie Horton 
and Jake Martin finished 1-2-3 with 
.identical moto scores in both the 
Junior Cycle (6-8) Stock and Mod- 
ified classes. In the first modified 
moto Carmichael grabbed the hole- 
shot while Horton kept him in sight 
until dropping back at the halfway 
point. Horton put on a charge and 





slowly caught up at the end, but not 
far enough. Martin finished fourth 
behind Carter Schneider. 

In the second round Carmichael 
led Horton for a lap until Horton 
showed up first on the second circuit. 
Carmichael never lost touch with the 
leader and took the lead for good a 
couple of laps later. Martin rode in 
third the entire distance while 
Schneider battled past Jerry Aleman 
and Lance Cunningham to take 
fourth. 

Carmichael also won the Pee Wee 
Modified class with a 1-1 score, while 
Eli Slater finished 3-2 for the runner- 
up honors. Tim Roten held off Chris 
Considine and Schneider in the 
second moto to take third and claim 
the same overall finish. 

The Pee Wee Stock class went to 
Schneider via consistent 2-2 scores. 
First-moto winner Considine was 
disqualified, and moto-two winner 
Aleman was 18th in round one. Tony 
Catalde's 5-4 was good for second 
overall, while Monte Montague 
combined a 4-6 score for third 
overall. 

After a couple of near misses in 
the 125 and 250cc Stock Novice 
mains, Bryan Weiler finally pulled 
off the overall win by taking the 
250cc Modified Novice main. Weiler 
started the main in fourth behind 
Jason Ragan, Travis Hodges and 
Scott Bristol. The four riders formed 
a tight train for two laps until they 
started swapping positions on the 
third go-around. After several 
changes, Weiler ended up with the 
lead and stretched his distance on 
Bristol to the finish. Hodges finished 
third and Ragan faded to a distant 
fourth. 

Bristol took the 125 and 250cc 
Stock Novice class championships 
with main event wins, while in the 
125cc Modified Novice class Jason 
Krempin diced with James Heyden 
before taking the lead and eventual 
win. Weiler also battled by Heyden 
to secure overall runner-up honors 
over Heyden. 

Kevin Windham took the lead 
from Jason Partridge on the first lap 
of the 80cc Stock (9-11) main and 
never looked back to take the class 
title. Robbie Reynard moved up to 
take second at the finish and second 
overall. 

"There was no run-off necessary for 
the 80cc Modified (9-11) class, and 
Reynard won both motos to claim 
the class championship. Clint 
Latham gave Reynard some trouble 
in the second moto, but Reynard kept 
him in the runner-up slot. Windham 
finished third overall with 2-3 scores. 
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Brian Swink (257) and Tommy Clowers (78) battled to first and second 
overall, respectively, in the 80cc Stock Expert class. 





Damon Huffman (30) won the 80cc Stock Intermediate class while Ezra 
Lusk (298) took the Modified division. 
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Ricky Carmichael (167) and Robbie Horton battled in the Junior Cycle 
(6-8) classes. They finished 1-2 in the Stock and Modified divisions. 














Windham also decimated the 
Junior Cycle (9-11) Stock and Mod- 
ified classes, winning all but one of 
the motos he raced to clinch the class 
titles. In the stock class Latham came 
in behind Windham for second 
overall while Gregory Rand took 
runner-up honors in the modified 
division with 2-4 moto finishes. 

In the 80cc Modified Novice (12+) 
class, Anthony Paggio and Cory 
Keeney came into the run-off with 
one point for overall wins in their 
divisions. Keeney led the start but 
Paggio got by on the first lap. Keeney 
then stayed close until he crashed 
giving Paggio an easy win. 

Keeney stayed upright to win the 
Stock class while Paggio slipped 





back to sixth in the main and ended 
up fifth overall. 

Ezra Lusk and Jeff Dement had a 
point apiece going into the 80cc 
Modified Intermediate (12*) main, 
and Lusk held off a last-lap charge 
by Dement to take the overall win. 
Dement was also the runner-up 
overall in the stock division, finish- 
ing behind Damon Huffman and 
Craig Decker in the main. Huffman 
was the overall winner while Decker 
entered the main with seven points 
and ended up fifth overall. 

Mike Stahlman won the 500cc Pro 
class without winning a moto. In the 
first round Stahlman chased Robbie 
Taylor for the entire moto and 
finished second, then in round two

Pocono victory to 
Human Race Team

LONG POND; PA, AUG. 6 


Kurt Hall and Ben Martinez once again 
found themselves in winner's circle after 
they rode the Human Race Team's Dave 
Zupan-tuned Yamaha FZR750 to victory in 


the abbreviated four and one- 
half hour endurance race at 
Pocono International Speed- 
way. The Human Race Team 


finished four laps up on the runner- 
up team, Kayo Racing. Jim Tribou, 
Mark Heiser and Jeff Dean shared 
the riding duties on Kayo's FZR 1000. 
Third place went to the Suzuki of 
Solmax Racing, who finished six 
laps behind the runner-ups. 

There were three red flags, one of 
which was caused by CIA Racing's 
Yamaha 400 striking and killing a 
small deer. Amazingly, the bike 
stayed upright and suffered only 
minimal damage in the incident. 
Another red flag situation occured 
when Hard Core Racing's Shawn 
Nicoloff pushed off the team's 
Suzuki when it seized. The Suzuki 
1100 struck the wall as it was exiting 
the high speed banking but Nico- 
loff's quick reactions spared him any 





injuries. The red flag situations 
shortened the event by one hour and 
30-minutes. 

When the green flag dropped, 
Human Race Team's Hall, Hard 
Core's Nicoloff and Solmax's Craig 
Gaiver pulled away from the field 
of 54 entries. Kayo Racing started 
from the back row but Tribou 
charged up through the field, catch- 
ing Team Suzuki, whose bike was 
suffering from electrical problems, 
in 17 minutes, Solmax just two 
minutes later, and then passing Hard 
Core to put Kayo into a solid second 
in less than 28 minutes. 

The first red flag came out at the 
44-minute mark when minor acci- 
dents caused both ambulances to 
roll. The stopping of the race gave 
Human Race Team an extra lap on 
Kayo Racing as is provided for by

By the end of the second loop at the ECEA 
Foggy Mountain National Enduro, all eyes 
were focused on Team Green’s Kurt Hough 


and KTM's Kevin Hines. 


rocketed to an early-race lead 
in the first loop, while Hines 
had suffered a poor start. With 
the last 32 miles in front of 
them Hough had a slim lead, 23 
points to Hines' 26. Tension was 
running high in the pits until an 
onlooker noticed, shrugged, and said 
“Yeah, but Bennett’s got a 20." 

For a few seconds, all the National 
boys must have thought '"Who's 
Bennett?" But then they quickly 
remembered the end of last season 
at the Sandy Lane National, where 
Kevin Bennett burst out of obscurity 
to win the overall and the ECEA 
Championship, with his arch rival 
Jack Lafferty Jr. right on his tail. 
It was almost a scene out of story- 
books, and here at the Foggy Moun- 
tain National was Bennett once 
again, pushing his YZ250 to the 
outer limits of sanity for another 
overall victory and valuable ECEA 
points. 

The Millville, New Jersey, 
Yamaha-sponsored rider, Bennett, 
lost two more points than the rest 
of the crowd in the last, grueling 
loop, but still came out one point 
up on Hough. Hough, though, did 
suffer through two flat tires on his

KX250, as well as a crash on the third 
loop that wrenched all of: his time- 
keeping equipment right off the 
handlebars, but he wasn't lonely 
changing his flats. Hines also had 
one flat, as well as suspension 
D e with a pair of experimental 
orks, and the defending National 
Champion finished out with a 35, 
the same as Hough, but losing 
second on emergency points. 

The Susquehanna Off-Road Rid- 
ers definitely provided a course that 
wasn’t kind to machinery. Origi- 
nally rescheduled due to local fire 
hazard, all incendiary problems were 
washed away by a series of torrential 
downpours on Saturday .— some 
xps claimed four inches of rain 
ell. 

Mike Toole finished in fourth 
spot, the Pittsburgh-based Yamaha 
rider dropped 38 points. Also finish- 
ing with 38 was Jack Lafferty Jr.. 
Lafferty is a four-time ECEA Cham- 
pion, riding a Yamaha YZ250 for 
Millville Yamaha, and he'll easily 
admit that the Foggy Mountain 
wasn't so much a National to him 
as it was another fight with Bennett. 

Drew Smith came out in sixth 
place riding a KTM 250 two-stroke.

sponsored rider was happy with his 
ride. “Hey, I had a really good ride, 
Im happy. I only had one flat! 
Bennett has the heart of a tiger right 
now, and I know the feeling. I used 
to be just like that," he said with 
a laugh, "but any more the tiger only 
comes out now and then!” 

Yet another ECEA Yamaha rider 
finished up in seventh; Brian Blan- 
chard dropped 39 points with a good 
ride, finishing just ahead of current 
National Championship Enduro 
points leader, Suzuki rider Randy 
Hawkins, who finished with 40 
points. “I rode as fast as I wanted 
to ride, just enough so that I could 
still go to work on Monday." Haw- 
kins also complained of feeling sick 
during the day, which slowed him 
down a notch. 

Hawkins' teammate Dave Bertram 
said, “I rode as hard as I felt 
comfortable.” He wound up just out 
of the top 10 with 11th place. Bertram 
has been working to recover from 
major surgery just five weeks before, 
and admitted that his insides were 
still “a little sore. I also broke a rear 
brake line in the second loop, which 
cost me about three points. Still, I'm 
really pleased with my ride.” 

Fred Hoess took a weekend off 
from hare scrambles and came out 
from north Jersey for a ride; he 
picked up 41 points on his Kawasaki, 
good enough for ninth overall and 
the High Point A trophy. Jeff 
Russell, riding for Athens Sport 
Cycle in Athens, Ohio, piloted a 
YZ250 to the 10th spot with 42 
points, and another resident of 
Athens, Tim Shephard, made the 
trip and went home with the first 
place A Heavy trophy. 

Local riders dominated the rest of 
the class wins, among them -Gary 
Doerr, well known in the Senior 
classes in New England and the 
ECEA, who topped the A Senior class 
with a 72; Bob Bennett of SJER, 
winner of the A Four-Stroke class; 
Bob Agonis of CJCR who took top 
placing in the A 200cc class with an 
83; and David Tucker, winner of the 
A 125cc class with 64 points. Scott 
Chapkovich of the Ridge Riders 
dropped 47 points in the B Four- 
Stroke class, which was such a good 
score he had the class win taken away 





from him and was given the High 
Point B trophy instead. 

Winning the High Point C trophy 
was Donnie Mackenzie, with 39 
points. 

Hough was not happy to see an 
overall slip out of his grasp. “I had 
two flats, I lost my computer. I just 
can't ‘seem to get things going my 
way.'

Human, Kayo, Hard Core and Sol- 
max — again pulled away from the 
field. Team Suzuki had dropped 
back to 40th position in the first hour 
due to required repairs on their bike's 
ignition system. 

PDQ and Thumper Racing were 
dicing for the lead in the Middle- 
weight Superbike ranks, just three 
laps behind the front runners. 

The Middleweight and Light- 
weight race was as heated as the lead 
pack pitted Jim Williams Racing, 
PDQ, Royale Racing, and Red Stripe 
against one another in a position 
swapping battle. 

The second red flag came out when 
CIA tangled with the deer at two 
hours and 23 minutes into the race. 
Clean-up took 18 minutes. 

As the second hour results were 
posted, Team Suzuki’s Mike Harth 
and Jamie James had moved the 
team’s Suzuki GSXR1100 up to 11th 
place and they were charging hard 
to regain the positions lost earlier.

The last hour produced little 
change in positions although Red 
Stripe passed Royale for fifth over- 
all, Bazooki pulled away from 
Thumper Brothers, and Morris 
Racing dropped 16 positions, from 
ninth to 25th overall. Human Race 
Team continued to maintain their 
lead over Kayo and Solmax with the 
lead group finishing in that order.

Hyper-Cycle finishes 
second, wins at Mid-Ohio

LEXINGTON, OH, AUG. 6 


Hyper-Cycle’s Carry Andrew and James 
Domay turned second place into victory at 


the AMA/CCS Mid-Ohio Three-Hour 
Endurance Race, following a successful 


protest against the on-track 
race winners, Team Lockhart's 
Dale Quarterley and Doug 
Brauneck. Lockhart was dock- 
ed à lap for a minor pit infraction, 
handing the win to Hyper-Cycle, 
who'd completed 105 laps of the 2.4- 
mile course at an average speed of 
84.732 mph. Before being docked, 
Lockhart had defeated Hyper-Cycle 
by 35 seconds. 

National Champions Team Lock- 
hart won the second round of the 
1988 series at Daytona under similar 
circumstances, when they protested 
Andrew for going straight through 





the chicane. This time pit officials 
informed Hyper-Cycle that Lockhart 
didn't have a crewman on their fire 
extinguisher during a pit stop, so 
Hyper-Cycle returned the favor. 

“What Andrew did at Daytona was 
dangerous," said a disappointed 
Brauneck later. “We only endan- 
gered ourselves: We had a man on 
the fire extinguisher; he was just a 
few seconds late. 

“The AMA/CCS has an incom- 
plete set of rules," Brauneck con- 
tinued. “The penalty isn't defined in 
the rule book; so far this year it's 
changed from a fine to being docked 
a lap."

"Doug (Brauneck) pitted a lap 
early and I didn't have my helmet 
on,” said teammate Quarterley. “No 
one saw that we had the fire bottle. 
We'll appeal.” 

Third place fell to Dutchman 
Racing’s Kevin Rentzell and Jeff 
Heino, like the others also on a 
aret GSXR1100, completing 105 
aps. 

Hyper-Cycle's finish continued 
the ever-consistent team's perfect 
record, having scored points 1n each 
round of.the 1988 season. Team 
Lockhart led the points chase com- 
ing in, with Dutchman Racing 
second, a scant three points in 
arrears. Hyper-Cycle was third, 
another three points behind Dutch- 
man. But after Mid-Ohio, Lockhart 
leads Hyper-Cycle by just two points, 
75-73, and Dutchman is third with 
69. 

The win was especially sweet for 
Domay, who was competing in his 
first race since breaking his back at 
the Loudon National in June. He'd 
recently ventured to Japan for the 
Suzuka Eight Hours, but was ham- 
pered by sub-par tires and did not 
qualify for the prestigious race. 

Hyper-Cycle's long list of sponsors 
includes EBC/Shoe1/Michelin/Per- 
formance Machine/Yoshimura/ 
Motul/O'Neal/REC/Bates/Sudco/ 
Kal-Gard/RK. 

One promising team that didn’t 

even make the grid was California’s 
Larry Kress Racing. Pro Twins 
Modified Production standout Kevin 
Erion had teamed with Phil Kress, 
competing in just his second 
National. But Kress was seriously 
injured in a 600cc Supersport prac- 
tice crash, breaking six ribs and his 
shoulder and suffering a punctured 
lung. 
The 3:00 p.m. Saturday afternoon 
start saw Larry Jeurick on High 
Tech Racing’s Suzuki GSXR1100 
lead the first wave of GTO machin- 
ery under the spectator bridge into 
turn one. Dutchman’s Kevin Rent- 
zell held second, with Team Wyom- 
ing II third and Team. Lockhart 
fourth. 

The second wave saw Mike Smith 
on the Roswell Honda CBR600 
Hurricane take the GTU lead, which 
he and teammate Cam Roos held all 
the way to the checkered flag. Just- 
For-Fun occupied the second posi- 
tion at the start, with Team Ohio 
third and Autobahn Society fourth. 

Some of the Superbike racers 
“competed” in the Endurance race, 
notably the unfamiliar number 74 of 
Bubba Shobert, who started from pit 
row after the rest of the field had 
safely completed half a lap. Shobert 
had been complaining of carbure- 





tion problems during Saturday 
afternoon's Superbike heat races, and 
used the endurance race to make 
some changes. Doug Polen and 
Randy Renfrow had also entered, but 
they, like Shobert, were just turning 
some extra practice laps to help their 
race setups. 

Coming around to complete lap 
one, the GTO leaderboard remained 
the same, High Tech having been 
clocked by radar at 138 mph down 
the back straight. The GTU ranks 
saw some changes, with John Long 
on the Team Longevity Ducati 851 
Superbike up to second, chased by 
Jeff Hoeppner on the Team No 
Drugs Hurricane. 

The second lap saw Dutchman 
take control, with High Tech falling 
to third behind Wyoming II. Lock- 
hart still occupied fourth place, but 
was being pressured by Team Targa 
and South Florida Racing. 

Targa and Lockhart immediately 
began working their way up through 
the pack, running first and second, 
respectively, by lap six. Local Dan ' 
Chivington and Massachusetts 
native Quarterley were wheelying 
the powerful open class machines up 
the incline leading to the start/finish 
stripe, much to the delight of the 
many fans who had stuck it out 
through a long day of qualifying 
heat races, support class finals, and 
vintage racing. Chivington was back 
on board the Kawasaki ZX-10 with 
which Targa had started the season, 
after racing a cóuple of rounds — 
and winning one — on Shorts' 750 
Superbike while the ZX-10 was being 
repaired from Road Atlanta crash 
damage. Shorts was riding this race 
with a broken left wrist and collar- 
bone, the results of his crash at 
Laguna Seca. 

Scott Russell, riding Car] Muf- 
fleys ECHO Racing Suzuki 
GSXR750, was up to third at this 
point, but soon pitted with a cracked 
'Technomagnesio wheel which 
allowed the tire to go flat. He 
replaced the wheel, went back out 
and eventually finished eighth. 

At the half-hour mark, fourth- 
place GTU contenders Fun With 
Wheels went down in turn one. They 
rejoined the race later, but remained 
out of contention. 

By lap 20, Hyper-Cycle had 
worked up to third, with South 
Florida fourth, Wyoming II fifth, 
Wyoming sixth and High Tech 
seventh. Roswell Honda continued 
to lead GTU, running eighth over- 
all, with Longevity second and No 
Drugs third. 

Hyper-Cycle became the first team 
to pit quite by accident, coming in 
at the 45-minute mark for fuel. 





Domay mistook the “P3” pit board 
signal to mean pit in three laps, 
rather than third place so Andrew, 
who had no sleep the night before 
the race, took over the riding chores. 

Asked how it was going after his 
first stint, Domay merely said, “The 
tires are good, but I'm sore." His 
ankle, which he'd also injured at 
Loudon, was swolen and causing 
him great pain. "I couldn't hang, 
man." 

Long pitted the Ducati, handing 
off to teammate Kevin Blais, but 
Blais returned to the pits a lap later 
complaining that the bike was 
leaking oil, “Yeah, but it’s not 
getting on the tire,’ ' said Long as he 
sent Blais back. out on the track. 
Long later recruited Jimmy Adamo 
to ride, saying that he “told Reno 
(Leoni) that Jimmy needed the 
practice.” 

Approaching the one-hour mark, 
fourth-place South Florida Racing’s 
Yamaha FZR10000 went down in 
turn 11, ending their day. 

At about the same time, No Drugs 
struck trouble when their Honda’s 
ignition went south. Hoeppner 
parked the bike across the track on 
the pit straight, got it running 
briefly, then pulled into the pits and 
retired. 

Team Wyoming’s John Ashmead 
was catching Hyper-Cycle. Ashmead 
teamed with Dr. David Kieffer, in his 
return to racing after breaking his 
right elbow at Loudon, on a Honda 
RC30 in its American racing debut. 
“It’s different from everything else,” 
Ashmead said about the bike. “With 
the GP riding style, you can really 
feel the front wheel. It’s so pretty I 
don’t want to crash it.” 

“The bike's real nice; we're just 
starting out." said Kieffer. “It’s just 
as fast as my Superbike (the RC30 
has an HRC motor), but it's more 
agile.” 

By lap 30, Lockhart had taken the 
lead from Targa, and the two began 
swapping positions lap after lap. On 
lap 40, Targa appeared to have a 
grasp on the lead, but it wouldn’t 
last as Lockhart regained it on lap 
45. 

Hyper-Cycle was closing fast on 
Targa, and on lap 51 put the Kawa- 
saki riders back to third. Three laps 
later, they moved past Lockhart for 
the lead, but had to pit just three 
laps later, handing the lead back to 
Lockhart. 

On lap 79, Lockhart pitted and 
Hyper-Cycle re-took the lead. At the 
same time, Targa dropped out with 
a broken fuel pump. Hyper led until 
lap 89, when Lockhart passed them 
and held it till the end. 

Dutchman Racing took third 
place, despite Rentzell riding with 
irritated eyes. 

Roswell Honda took the GTU 
win, finishing seventh overall and 
completing 102 laps. Autobahn 
Society's Jesse Burgher, Gary Grif- 
fith and Englishman Chris Knight 
took second in GTU and 10th overall 
with 101 laps, and Team Longevity 
finished third with 100. e

LEXINGTON, OH, AUG. 6 
Team Obsolete's Dave Roper 
dominated two classes of His- 
toric Cup racing held in con- 
junction with round six of the 


AMA National Road Race Cham- 
pionship at the Mid-Ohio Sports Car 
Course. 

The Hicksville, New Yorker's first 
win came in the 750cc GP class. 
Riding the ex-Dick Mann Daytona 
200-winning 1971 BSA A-75R, Roper 
led AHRMA Number One Pete 
Johnson on a Nostalgica Scuderia 
1970 Triumph Triple wire to wire. 

Roper took the lead at the start 

followed by Johnson, who was tired 
after winning the Pro Twins Mod- 
ified Production race held just 
moments before (Johnson is the 1987 
Modified Production Champion and 
the current points leader) Craig 
McLean, riding a 1972 Triumph 750, 
immediately worked his way up from 
a back-row start to take third. This 
trio was the class of the field, pulling 
away from the rest of the competition 
and actually lapping riders before 
the conclusion of the five-lap event. 
Roper defeated Johnson by six 
seconds, while Johnson beat McLean 
by 18. 
: Held in conjunction with the 
750cc GP race was the 500cc Sports- 
man class, won by Chris Helland on 
a 1971 Ducati 450, and the Two- 
Stroke GP division which was 
topped by Dave Bishop on a 
Yamaha. 

The many midwest Harley- 
Davidson fans in attendance sighed 
collectively as Pat Conroy crashed 
his 1972 Harley-Davidson XR750 in 
turn three on lap one. 

The second race of the day featured 
a race for the lead between riders in 
two classes. Mike Smith led at the 
start on his Class C 1948 Triumph 
GP with Bob Vokac on his 750cc 
Sportsman-class 1968 Triumph T6 
in second. Vokac got past Smith on 
lap two and led to the flag. 

The 350cc GP class, held concur- 
rently, was won by McLean ona 1959 
Norton Manx. 

The third and final Historic race 
featured a revival of the Roper vs.

Krause and son 
claim Susperstition 
250 Desert Race

IMPERIAL, CA, AUG. 6 

Open Pro rider Paul Krause easily 
won the District 38 Superstition 250 
V Desert Race, with a little help from 
his dad. 

Krause had planned to iron man 
the nearly-four-hour event, but race 
officials forced the senior Bob Krause 
into battle at check five for the final 
five miles. 

"Last night, (D-38 President 
"Fud" Fudpucker) indicated it was 
OK to ride solo all the way," said 
the 49-year-old Krause, whose last 
race was over a year ago. “We didn't 
find out till (Paul) went through the 
last check with 30 minutes to go that 
the referee required that the partner 
at least ride some of the race. I'm 
sitting out there in shorts and a tee 
shirt." 

Krause hopped into some minimal 
riding gear and finished the race at 
9:50 a.m., two minutes slower than 
Paul had planned, but well ahead 
of second-place finishers Mike Ruh- 
storfer and Robert Prayther, and 
third-overall finishers and 250 Pro 
class winners Randy Morales and 
Rob Nolin. The four-lap race around 
the 60-mile loop started at 6 a.m. 

“The bike ran really super well," 
said Paul Krause, 23, speaking of his 
Kawasaki Motor Corp./Metzeler 
Tires/Smith/Answer Products/Tsu- 
baki/PSI Performance/White Bros./ 
Acerbis/Champion/IMS/Renthal/ 
Spectro/Shoei-sponsored KX500. “I 
didn't know about this race until 
yesterday afternoon. I just changed 
an air filter and put new brakes on 
it and it worked perfect again, so I'm 
real happy with it." 

Krause was threatened by Prayther 
and Ruhstorfer only twice at the end 
of the first and second laps during 
fuel stops, allowing the Honda 
CR500-riding duo to briefly lead. 
They both said it was their best 
performance ever. 

“We thought we could wear him 
down, but he ended up wearing us 
down,” Prayther said. “That guy’s 
good.” 

Krause started the event with some 
trouble finding his way, not having 
had a chance to practice the previous 
day. But he dominated the event once 
familiar with the course. 

“It was fairly smooth and easy 
really,” he said. “Nothing really to 
stop you — no real big dangers.” 

The riders were also treated to a 
mercifully cool race.as the morning 
brought mild temperatures and a 
slight breeze. 





Course conditions weren't as for- 
giving for some of the entrants. 

The track was good at the begin- 
ning and rough at the end, accord- 
ing to Prayther, who rode the 
second half of the loop featuring 
the flat-out, 11-mile pole line road 
and the dry, silty “mud hills." 

The circuit took its toll. on 
machinery as well. 

In the 125cc Amateur class, a 
broken rear shock shaft lengthened 
the race for Wes Enz and Mike 
Diffenbaugh, although they still 
managed to win their class wire to 
wire and finish seventh overall. 

Diffenbaugh was riding Enz's 
Yamaha out of the mud hills when 
the shaft broke. He was forced to ride 
the sagging machine five miles back 
to pit row. Despite the shock failure, 
the team opened a ten-minute lead 
for the second time in the race with 
fast riding by Enz. 

“I was passing Open bikes," he 
said. "I never backed off in the rough 
and I just nailed it.” 

A flat tire and a possibly-siezed 
motor made things harder for Claude 
Maynard and John Bilkey, who 
dominated the Senior Amateur class 
and finished eighth overall. 

Bilkey, 44, started for the team on 
his Yamaha YZ250 and led the 
second row of starters. Bilkey caught 
four of the front row who began the 
event two minutes earlier. 

After the start, the team had 
planned to ride Maynard's Husq- 
varna. 510 four-stroke for the 
remainder of the race, but the bike 
stopped running. Fortunately, it 
died only 200 feet from the pits and 
the Yamaha was quickly put back 
into action.

About a minute back was Jeff 
Nordstrom and Roeseler. Seconds 
back were the trio of Earl Roberts, 
Fred Willert and Mark McPerry 
dicing it out for fourth through 
sixth.

Thompson charges to 
Cinder Mountain GP win

Honda CR500-mounted Jim Thomp- 
son Jr. of Broomfield, Colorado, 
scored the overall win Sunday, when 
early race leader Jeff Darland ran out 
of gas during the Arizona Desert 
Racing Afsociation's 7th Annual 
Cinder Mountain 100 held outside 
Flagstaff. 

Two hundred and twenty-six bikes 
took the green flag at 30 second 
intervals with Darland and Honda 
rider Bobby Russell setting the pace 
early on. Darland and Russell 
swapped positions twice in the first 
loop but Russell's bike quit running 
during the second of three laps 
around the 38-mile course. Darland 
had over a minute advantage over 
Thompson on lap one, setting a 
blistering 51.24 mph average. 

Unfortunately, Darland slowed 
during the second loop losing 10 
valuable seconds to hard charging 
Thompson. When the Sunnyslope 
Honda/AXO/USA Sport/Maxima 
and Tucson ATV-sponsored rider 
pitted for his last fuel stop, his tank 
wasn't topped off and he ran out of 
gas approximately 15 miles from the 
finish line. Darland, luckily, got gas 
from Jerry Rice but lost to Thomp- 
son by three seconds at the finish. 

After the race, Thompson was very 
happy with his win but complained 
of blistered hands from the whooped- 
out course. "My. hands hurt so bad 
I couldn't hold on. I was swapping 
bad down the straight and it tore 
open my blisters," related Thomp- 
son. “I knew I was running in second 
but I never saw Darland all day.” 

Darland was not so happy with his 
second place finish. “I’m bummed. 
We didn’t fill the tank all the way 
so I ran out of gas. The bike was 
working good but I had to cruise 
(after he got gas from Rice) in so I 
wouldn’t run out again. My tank is 
empty now.” 

Third overall went to Steve Mason 
of the Family Racing Team out of 
Rio Rancho, New Mexico. Mason 
rode his CR500 Honda to third place 
five minutes and 48 seconds behind 
Thompson. 

One of the early race favorites Scott 
Davis brought his newly acquired 
YZ490 to Flagstaff, but- Davis 
couldn’t get it to run right. Davis’ 
YZ ran poorly all during the race and 
to make matters worse the Prescott 
100 winner fell hard on the third loop

costing him over an hour, Davis’ 
poor seventh place showing knocks

For 18 consecutive seasons, Alan 
“Crazy” Christian has been sliding 
speedway bikes around dirt ovals on 
the West Coast. Friday, at the Orange 
County Fairgrounds, the legendary 
rider took another trip to victory 
circle after defeating a field of stars 
in the Scratch main. 

Decked out in his familiar fluo- 
rescent red and white leathers, 
Christian, on the STP/Cody Rac- 
ing/Troy Lee Design/Smith-backed 
Jawa, flew into the lead at the race’s 


outset. Bobby Schwartz, fresh off of 


Scratch main wins the previous two 
evenings, was out second, but he was 
quickly challenged by Steve Lucero 
who wheelied by him on the back 
chute. 

Lucero, out in the dirt as they slid 
out of turn four the first time, took 
full control of the second place spot. 
He then tried to use the outside 
against Christian, but Christian left 
him absolutely no room. Lucero 
stayed close all the way and after a 
crowd pleasing outside ride, he had 
to settle for second. When Jerry King 
threw the checkered to end the four 
lapper, it was Christian by three 
lengths over Lucero, Schwartz and 
Scotty Brown. That was Christian’s 
third win of the year on the track 
where he captured the 1985 U.S. 
National Championship. 


On a night when three riders were 
taken from the track to the hospital 
(Don Odom, Bobby Ott and Louis 
Kossuth. All were released.), one 
could only wonder what was going 
to happen in the eight lap Handicap 
main. It ended up being a peaceful 
race with the only red flag flying in 
the very last bend. 

Doug Bowers, on a Weslake, took 
the lead when the event began over 
Tony Bienert, Andy Northrup and 
Steve Russell. Bienert had problems 
negotiating the tight track on the 
first lap and that let Russell and 
Brown through for the third and 
fourth spots. 


Shawn McConnell, having his best 
season in years, challenged Brown on 
the outside at the start of the third 
circuit. A few seconds later, Nor- 
thrup almost got into the back of 
Bowers and in order to avoid him, 
he bit the dust. 

Brown found himself in second 
only to have McConnell slip his 
Godden inches ahead before going 
wide and giving second back to the 
Massillon, Ohio, native. 

Brown chased down Bowers on the 
fifth lap and camped on his rear tire. 
He stayed there until they hit turn 
three on the last lap. When Bowers 
slowed going into three, Brown 
pulled alongside of him. They made 
contact and Bowers went down. A 
red flag came out and the race was 
backed up a lap. Bowers got the win 
over McConnell and Oxley. e
